should have the best possible vet­ 
erinary attention. 
Sore mouth and hull nose are also 
caused by germs, and generally 
show up when pigs are raised on 
unsanitary premises. Proper sani­ 
tation and disinfection of the hog 
lot and houses are the best safe­ 
guards against them. 
Pneumonia or lung fever also 
causes many losses among baby 
pigs. This can best be avoided by 
proper housing, correct bedding, 
and adequate ventilation. 
Around 
weaning 
time, 
many 
farmers now make it a regular 
practice to have their pigs vacci­ 
nated against cholera, because the 
pigs require less serum, and are 
easier to handle. 
A few’ of the above precautions, 
plus timely consultation with n vet­ 
erinarian in cases of doubt, will go 
a long way toward reducing the 
present high percentage of loss in 
the farmer’s baby pig crop. After

marketing of one-third 
more hogs is a goal well worth 
striving for.

In the average litter of pigs, one- 
third die l»efore they get beyond 
the suckling stage. 
If the swine raiser would take a 
few simple, scientific precautions, 
he could reduce these losses sub­ 
stantially, and increase, his hog 
profits proportionately.

losses are overlying, still-hirths, 
prematurity, 
starvation, 
scours, 
chilling, cannibalism, sore mouths, 
hull nose, navel infections, and 
suckling anemia. Things like star­ 
vation, weak litters, and canni­ 
balism rnn be avoided by seeing 
that the sow gets properly-balanced 
rations both before and after far­ 
rowing. Scours, too, are caused by 
faulty diet; or there is another type 
of scours which Is caused by a 
germ.

that the Conservation Commission 
of Missouri will succeed in

serving portions of the State for 
wildlife only was 
expressed 
by 
Prof. A. E. Shirling of the Teach­ 
ers’ College of Kansas 
City, 
at 
the annual meeting of the Audu-j 
bon Society of Missouri here Sat­ 
urday. 
He described such a place 
as one devoted to “ wild 
flowers, 
wild animals and 
native 
birds; 
regions where motor roads 
are 
not. where even dead trees are not 
cut, and where routes for travel 
arc confined to trails so 
narrow 


that your trousers will get 
wet 
with dripping dew.” 
He was enthusiastic over 
the 
endeavors of the Wilderness Soc­ 
iety of America to keep 
certain 
areas in primitive condition, and 
critical of the policies of the Na­ 
tional Parks Association 
in 
its 
zeal for roads, hotels and 
curio 
shops. 
Shirling 
admitted 
that 
there is another side to the ques­ 
tion. and that golf courses, paved 
roads, picnic ovens and bluegrass 
sod have opened up recreational 
opportunities for thousands shut 
up in apartment houses. However, 
20 years ago, in Swope Pork at 
Kansas City, Shirling said he had
